Dr. Lasker is Refused Permit 
to Visit U.S.A. 


Wants to Come Over and Play 
J. Capablanca. 


Thinks Chess World Has been 
Unsportsmanlike. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES) 

BERLIN, Feb. 1.—The Américan 
State Department has not given Dr. 
Emmanuel Lasker, the 
chess champion, a vise for his pro~| 
posed trip to New York and Cuba to 
meet Jose Capablanca, Cuban chess 
master. Dr, Lasker's first applica 
tion for permission to enter Nhe 
United States was refused at Wash- 
ington. The application set forth 
that his intention wes “to visit chess 
clubs in the United States.” It failed 
to specify that the primary purpose 
was to meet Capablanca in a cham- 
pionship match at Havana. 

Dr. Lasker informed the Associat- 
ed Press that his trip was in abey- 
ance, owing to the State Depart- 
ment's refusal to issue a vise for 
himself and his wife. He doubted 
that the match would begin on 
March 10. 

The proposed match is creating 
considerable interest in chess circles, 
although these share the disappoint- 
ment said to be felt by Lasker at 
what he considers “the ‘“nsports- 
mantike attitude” of the chess world 
abroad, which was manifested during 
the preliminary negotiations. Friends 
deciare that in this his “master's 
dignity” was wounded. Lasker finds 
plenty of supporters here who are 
confident he will be able to stand off 
all comers.

WASHINGTON, 1.— With 
the emergency tariff bill character- 
ized by many Republicans as well as 
Democrats as “bunk for the farm- 
era.” which would accomplish 
nothing but an increase in the cost 
of living. it was freely predicted to- 


bate on the measure and speed it 
to passage will fall in the Senate 
tomorrow. 


. The cloture motion requires a two- 
thirds majority for adoption, and 
according to polls made by its sup- 
porters today, they lack five or six 
votes of the necessary strength. 
If the cloture motion is killed, 
ocratic leaders are confident 
they can continue their filibuster 
against the bill unti’ the present 
Congress goes out of office, on March 
4. hey are determined to do this 
even if it compels the sidetracking 
of all the big supply bills and other 
important measures demanding at- 
tention at the present session. 
REVOLT IN RANKS. 
With defeat of the cloture motion 
impending, revolt broke out in the 
pepeatinnn ranks as a résult of the 
threat of Senator McCumber of 
North Dakota, who is leading the 
fight for the tariff bill, to keep the 
measure before the Senate until the 
Democratic filibuster collapses. 
The insurgents contended that if 
Senator McCumber carried out this 
threat it meant that no more busi- 
transacted Con- 
resent session, for the 
re is little likelihood 
of the filibuster breaking down. 
Senator Townsend of Michigan, 
Republican, bluntly gave notice that 
after the cloture is beaten tomor- 
row he would move to set aside the 
tariff bill and take up the postal ap- 
propriation bill. He bitterly asgalied 
the bill, although. he declared him- 
self to be a prot@etionist. as- 
eerted that the bill is an attempt to 
fool the farmers. 
“If this is an attempt to play 
politica,” he said, “it is mighty poor 
olitics. The result will be most 
iwappointing and it will be a vain 
because the bill

Many Republicans heaved sighs of 
relief when they saw the polls in- 
Gieating the death of the bill. They 
have made little effort to conceal 
lukewarmness toward the 
measure, but have been compelled 
te give it their reluctant support 
and the Democrats for party 1 
ularity.

HAD A GROUCH. 

Corneh! was questioned by Senator 
W. E. Duncan of Oroville, who said 
he spoke for a number of farmers, 
“who felt they had a grouch” based 
on the treatment accorded them in 
their dealings with the water com- 
panies through the commission. 

Corneh! said that when he first 
went to Wyandotte, twelve years ago, 
he paid $90 a year for water that 
now costs him $800, and that when 
he paid $90 he got the water, but 
now he gets only part of it. 

He said the complaint, however, 
was not so much against the higher 
yates as {t was against a feeling 
that the comrniasion had dealt with 
the water company to the exclusion 
of the consumers. He said that 
when the rates were last readjusted, 
the engineer of the commission as- 
signed to the work spent two deys 
with the company officials, but did 
not advise any consumer that he was 
in the district, and they had no op- 
portunity to present their views. He 
said a rehearing was requested, 
not granted, 

FARM CENTER HEAD. 

After testifying at length about 
the water situation, Cornehl, who 
has said he was president of the 
Butte County Farm Center, was 
asked what he thought of the com- 


mission. 

“Well, we don't think much of 
it.” he said. “In the first place, 
they're down in San Francisco, with 
the whole bunch of corporations on 
tap, you might say, and .that don’t 
look very good to the farmers. 

“The main thing is the treatment 
of the engineers, giving us no chance 
to show them. The Governor ap- 
points,the commission; we believe 
the only fair thing is to redistrict 
the State and then get a commis- 
sioner in each part of the State, 
somewhere near,-in touch with the 
people.” 

While Cornehl was speaking, 
Hugh Gordon, attorney for the com- 
mission rose to question him, an 
‘stood smiling while waiting. ‘It’ 
all right for you to smile at us;” 
said Cornehl, pointing at Gordon, 
“because you don’t pay out any of 
this money. The taxpayers have to 
pay up and keep you fellows alive 
and then you come out here, and 
when we try to tefl you our side of 
it you laugh at us.”

“Mr. Gordon,” he said, “yesterday

POINTS WAY TO 
HIT DEPRESSION. 


Restore Railroads to Normal, 
Says DeWitt Cuyler. 


Blames Government Failure 
to Pay its Debts. 


Wants Freedom from Federal 
Wage Adjustment Chains. 


The prevailing business depres- 
sion will not be as long lived as 
many big business men believe, but 
it will probably drag along until 
fall. The quickest way to relieve 
it is to get the rallir back on 
& normal basis. These opinions 
come from TT. DeWitt Cuyler 
chairman of the Association of 
Railway Executives, and a director 
of the Long Island, Santa Fe, Penn- 
sylvania and New York, New Haven 
& Hartford railways. 

At the Huntington Hotel last 
night Mr. Cuyler discussed the basis 
on which the railroads seek to 
break the working arrangement es- 
tablished by the Federal wage ad- 
justment board before the govern- 
ment relinquished control of the 
transportation lines, and one of his 
most surprising statements was that 
the railroads are not seeking to 
cut the wages of their employees. 

“We are attacking bad methods 
and poor practices, not unionism,” 
asserted Mr. Cuyler. “Certain 
union officials are seeking to make 
out a case that we are desirous of 
cutting the wages of railroad men 
in general. Such is not the case. 
What the railroads want is free- 
dom from wage adjustment board's 
ties which bind them so tight that 
railroad workers who are so in- 
clined can stretch out an eight-hour 
job into a day plus a couple of 
hours overtime at time and one- 
half for overtime. That is what 
is running operating costs and 
threatening to bankrupt the weaker 
systems. 
MUST HAVE RELIEF. 


“If the railroads could glide 
along for q@ while the vast amount 
of unemployment would put men in 
such a.hole that they'd willingly do 
an honest day's work, and the con- 
dition would correct itself in time, 
but the patient will not live that 
long. The roads must have relief in 
the near future or many of them 
will face bankruptcy.” 

Mr. Cuyler says the raflroads are 
in a critical condition financially for 
the reason that the government, has 


failed to adjust enormous claims

ful that a way will be found to per- 
mit the Treasury Department to make 
at least partial settlements in the 
near future. 
His opinion is that the transporta- 
tion companies can keep going if 
they can kick off the Federal fet- 
ters and get back on a basis where 
each company can deal with itsown 
employees. He declares that’ the 
companies are ready and willing to 
deal with the railroad brotherhoods, 
but that they want to handle their 
employees according to local condi- 
tions. As it is, he explains, rail- 
roaders get the same pay in all 
parts of the courtry, regardless of 
the fatt that in certain localities 
railroad work is lighter than in oth- 
ers, and of an e«tirely different 
nature, while living conditions vary 
greatly in different sections. 
“Up to 1916 the railroad com- 
panies got along with their men 
all right, and were prosperous,” said 
Mr. Cuyler, “and the Association of 
Rallroad Executives believes that 
we should return to those conditions 
as quickly as possible. Ninety- 
eight per cent of the big roads in 
this country and Canada are em- 
braced in the organization.”

GET THE REWARD 


Kidnapers’ Capture Fund to 
_Go to Four Operators. 


Officers Withdraw in Favor of 
Clever Quartet. 


High Commendation for the 
Carr Cousins’ Captors. 


Four telephone operators are to 
receive the $2000 reward which was 
posted for information leading to 
the recovery of Mrs. Gladys With- 
erell and the arres? of the men who 
kidnaped her. The four girls, work- 
ing together, were the first persons 
to flash the first “tip” to the police 
which resulted in the epectacular 
rescue of Mra. Witherell from ‘er 
two abductors, Lioyd and Jack Carr, 
in the secluded cabin in Santa And 
Canyon early Monday morning. 

Nick Harris, head of the private 
detective agency which participated 
in the investigation, waived all 
claims to the reward and recom- 
mended that it be evenly divided 
between the girls comprising the 
three eight-hour ghifts of telephone 
operators on the Hollywood board. 
Detective Sergeants King and Oaks 
and Deputy Sheriffs Laps and Ander- 
son also retired in favor of . the 
girls. Then yesterday the two other 
shifts of phone operators announced 
that the money belongs alone to the 
four girls who were on duty at the 
switchboard at the time Jack Carr 


called the Witherell family on the 
telephone. 
THE GIRIA. 

The four girls are Mrs. Alma Brvy- 

ant, night chief operator at the Hol- 
lywood exchange; Miss Bertha Heere, 
who was at the board when.the call 
was plugged through; Miss Georgie 
Pond, who secured the location 
where Carr was calling from, and 
Miss Bessie Shaeffer, who passed the 
information to the Central Station 
detective bureau. 
The reward was officially stated 
to amount to $1500. Of this amount, 
J. A. Witherell, father-in-law of the 
abducted woman, has deposited 
$1090. John C. Kratz, father of Mrs. 
Witherell, added $500 to the reward. 
and several sympathetic citizens of 
Hollywood subscribed $500. 

In addition to the $2000, a public 
fund for the four girls was started 
yesterday by Mayor Snyder The 
Mayor's subscription to the fund was 
25, and Police Commissioners Wil- 
son and Barry each subscribed $25. 
Citisens who desire to opntribute to 
the fund are requested by the Mayor 
to send their subscriptions to his of- 
fice at the City Hall. The Mayor 
also said that the assistance ren- 
dered to the authorities by civilians, 
such as that given by the teléphone 
girls, should be appreciated by the 
people of Los Angeles. 

Miss Pond, who lives at 5682 
Santa Monica Boulevard, said yes- 
terday that her share of the money 
will be used to pay for an operation 
on her dather's eyes. He was in- 
jured when some bottles containing 
acid broke and the fiuld splashed 
into his eyes while he was working 
in a motion-picture studio here. 
One eye was entirely blinded and 
the other affected so that it is 
feared that it is but a matter of 
time before the sight is gone. The 
girl has been unable, out of her 
salary, to pay. for an expensive 
operation, but now, she hopes, she 
can have it done. 

Miss rion Rumpf, day chief 
operator at the exchange, said yes- 
terday that there is an unwritten 
law among operators that what any 
one receives belongs to that girl 
alone. “There has never been a 
thought in any girl's head that she 
would get a cent of the reward," 
said Miss Rumpf yesterday. “The 
night girls are alone entitled to it 
and we are all very happy that they 
should be the fortunate ones. All 
day long people have been calling 
up to congratulate the girls. They 
have had to have their bells plugged 
so that they could not be rung.”

FOOL’S PARADISE. 

Radical propagandists, with a sublime 
disregard for facts and bistory, persist is 
extolling the tenets of Russian Communism 
as new discoveries in the art of govern- 
ment. They assert that-the Bolsheviste 
have solved for the first time tn bistory the 
problem of social equality. They say the 
experiment of the “dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat” never before been attempted 
end that it falls to Gnd favor outside Rus- 
sia because peoples are always prone to 
condemn what they do not understand. 

Russia, however, is but the last of many 
countries to rebel against its own prosper 
ity. Dring the twenty years preceding the 
World War Russia yed the greatest 
growth and development, both of its re 
sources and education, in the history of the 
country. Two-thirds of the agricultural 
land in the nation was owned and occupied 
by the farming class, which comprised near- 
ly three-fourths of the population. In ten 
years the number of depositors in the sav- 
ings banks of Russia had doubled and the 
gross amount of the deposits bad quadru 
pled. 

Then came the war, to be followed by 
Bolshevism. The experience of Russia in 
the last two years, however, is not unique 
in the bistory of nations. The narration of 
the spoliation of the rich, the confiscation 
of “estates and the profligate waste of the 
|} national substance is only a repetition, al- 
most verse for verse and line for line, of the 
license and the abuses of the last years of 
the Athenian democracy. It was then dem- 
onstrated that the impoverishing of tbe rich 
could not enrich the poor, and that a state 
without wealth will soon be a state without 
liberty. Im the idiom of the gallery gods, 
it ts all “old stuff.” | 
.The Charmides of Xenophon's “Banquet” 
celebrates the pleasures and profits of pov- 
erty. He once possessed a fortune that 
made him fear thieves and sycophants—in 
reality the same thing—Athens had levied 
heavy taxes op the rich ani had passed 
laws making it a capital offense for @ per- 
son of wealth to attempt to flee the state. 
The money raised by thus taxing the . 
wealthy was distributed to the poor in the 
public places. Anyone bolding g certificate 
showing that be bad not sufficient wealth 
to be taxed was admitted free to the thea- 
ters and was entitled to one meal « day at 
restaurants supported by the state. 

The people’s council, fearfa) that there 
might be a disposition to stop this waste 
of public money, passed acts which decreed 
Capita] punishment to any oretor who 
should propose to modify the laws which 
made “poverty a blessing.” 

Charmides recounts that he once lived 
a state of perpetual terror.

He was deprived of 
the liberty even of leaving the state. His 
lot was worse than that of the meanest 
slave.

When the Athenian proletariat 
discovered that the state was about to pass 
under the yoke of Philip they hunted down 
the remnant of the wealthy class that still 
remained, executed some, banished others 
end sold still others into slavery for “be- 
traying the Athenian state and leaving it 
helpless before its enemies.” 

Shortly afterwards Athens came under 
the deapotism of Philip, who speedily con- 
scripted this proletariat for forced labor. 
For a hundred years afterwards, however, 
Athenian writers in bewalling their loss of 
liberty blamed the fall of Athens upon the 
“rich,” who failed to arm and equip a force 
to fight Philip. | 

All the wisdom of ber pbilosophers, all] 
the art and learning whose loss the world 
efill mourns, fell before the onslaught of this 
triumphant democracy. The culture of the 
few could pot prevai] against the greed of 
the many. Domestic conditiong became so 
intolerable that a majority of the Athenians 
velcomed the stern but salutary rule of 
the tyrant. For they had learned that the 
tyranny of a despot is easier to be borne 
than that of universal poverty. 

One does not have to interrogate the fu- 
ture to learn whither Russia under Bol- 
shevism is tending; one has but, to look to 
the past. Like causes cannot produce un- 
Mke effects. Under given conditions na- 
tional eclipses can be predicted as surely 
as the eclipses of the planets.
